'good deal’ 


SHIPBUILDING 

Mayor touts 
agreement 
between HRM 
and Irving 

Halifax regional council has 
voted in favour of entering into 
a special 25-year tax agreement 
with Irving Shipbuilding. 

Under the new agreement 
passed on Tuesday, Irving will 
pay $563,000 in property taxes 
for this year that will increase 
annually by one per cent, 
which will result in upwards 
of $700,000 by the year 2039. 

According to a staff report, 
the negotiations on a tax agree¬ 
ment have been in the works 
for more than a year. Last fall, 
the province brought forward 
legislation to change the HRM 
Charter to allow for such an ar¬ 
rangement to be struck. 

“This is a good deal for the 


city. That’s all I care about,” 
Mayor Mike Savage said out¬ 
side city-hall chambers. 

Last year, Irving paid around 
$1.6 million in property taxes 
and appealed the assessment. 
They will now be refunded 
$997,340 to reflect what their 
assessment would have been 
if an arrangement had been in 
place during 2014-15. 

During council’s debate on 
the issue, the city’s chief fi¬ 
nancial officer explained the 
rationale behind the arrange¬ 
ment is to provide Irving with 
more certainty around their 
commercial taxes. 

But a secondary component 
of agreement outlines it will 
see them pay an additional 
$1,000 per full-time employ¬ 
ee once the workforce reach¬ 
es 1,000 and production gets 
underway.

City council debates 
truck-staffing motion 


Regional council was once 
again back at the table on Tues¬ 
day debating Halifax’s fire ser¬ 
vice, this time over a motion 
to staff fire trucks with four 
firefighters. 

Coun. Waye Mason tabled 
the motion, which he cited was 
a standard previously outlined 
in the Fire Services Operational 
Review. 

Although the motion 
passed 12 to four, several 
councillors voiced concerns 
about the financial implica¬ 
tions of staffing aerial fire 
trucks with crews of four, as 
well as the necessity. 


“I’m not convinced that we 
need four per truck,” Coun. 
Matt Whitman told council. 

Coun. Steve Craig chastised 
council for focusing on the 
budgetaiy impact of staff num¬ 
bers, saying it was a “red her¬ 
ring” to what he called one of 
the most important issues to 
the community. 

“To me, no change means 
putting politics before de¬ 
termining the service level,” 
Mason told council on Tues¬ 
day. 

“It’s politically expedient 
to do nothing at this point.”

Shakespeare by the Sea 
to get repairs after fire 

Repairs to the fire-damaged 
Shakespeare by the Sea 
headquarters will be getting 
underway this summer. 

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously Tuesday to begin 
$125,000 worth of "minimal 
repairs" to the Park Place 
Theatre in Point Pleasant 
Park, which was partially 
ruined by arson last June. 

City staff explained in a re¬ 
cent report the repairs would 
allow for the building to be 
safely used for storage and 
as a rehearsal space, but not 
as a public venue. 

The report outlines a pre¬ 
vious estimate calculating 
the total cost of renovations 
would be $125,000, but ex¬ 
cluded $100,000 in insur¬ 
ance deductible, leaving 
a total bill of $225,000 for

No plebiscite for Halifax 
in 2016 municipal election 

The motion from a Halifax- 
area councillor to consider 
holding a plebiscite for the 
2016 city election was struck 
down at regional council. 

Linda Mosher of Halifax 
West tabled the motion, ask¬ 
ing that a report be complet¬ 
ed in regards to conducting 
a plebiscite. 

She explained her reason¬ 
ing was to better engage 
citizens to generate higher 
voter turnout and gather 
opinions on issues like build¬ 
ing a stadium and snow 
clearing. 

The motion was defeated 
11 to five, with councillors 
Tim Outhit and David Hen- 
dsbee expressing concerns, 
saying the city has carried 
out projects without first tak¬ 
ing the plan to the public.

New agreement 
with Irving'a 
very hard pill 
to swallow’

What Halifax’s mayor is calling 
a special tax agreement between 
the city and Irving Shipyards, 
some councillors are slamming 
as a tax break. 

On Tuesday, regional council 
approved a new tax arrangement 
with Irving, where they would 
pay an annual fixed amount of 
$569,000, plus a one per cent 
yearly increase for the next 25 
years. 

They previously paid $1.6 mil¬ 
lion in taxes, of which more than 
$900,000 is now being refunded 
by HRM under the terms of the 


new agreement. 

“I fundamentally have an issue 
with the other taxpayers poten¬ 
tially subsidizing the third rich¬ 
est family in this countiy,” Coun. 
Stephen Adams told council dur¬ 
ing Tuesday’s debate. 

Adams, Matt Whitman, Jen¬ 
nifer Watts and Brad Johns voted 
against the agreement, which 
passed 13 to four. 

Mayor Mike Savage clarified 
the arrangement is not a sub¬ 
sidy or a deal, and that Irving’s 
taxes would in fact rise through 


future additional taxes on full¬ 
time employees. 

He said the rationale behind 
the deal was to provide Irving 
with more certainty around 
property assessment — a move 
that Watts and Coun. Tim Outhit 


also noted was a need for small 
businesses. 

“This is a veiy hard pill to 
swallow,” Watts said Tuesday, 
explaining that lack of cer¬ 
tainty and soaring property 
assessments have shuttered 
businesses across the city. 

Afterwards, Whitman said 
he was disappointed with coun¬ 
cil’s vote on the grounds that 
Savage believed the agreement 
would save the city from future 
legal battles with Irving. 

“I don’t like making decisions 
with my hands tied. I don’t make 
decisions to avoid legal battles. 
That’s the wrong thing to say 
to me,” Whitman said Tuesday. 

“We don’t make decisions 
backed in a comer.”

Green light given to Dalhousie bike lane 


The on-again-off-again Dal¬ 
housie protected bike lane 
project was given the go- 
ahead by Halifax regional 
council on Tuesday. 

The motion to enter into a 
two-year partnership with the 
university to pilot protected 
bike lanes on the north and 
south sides of University Av¬ 


enue was passed 11 to five. 

However, many council¬ 
lors questioned how the loss 
of nine accessible parking 
spaces near the Rebecca Cohn 
Auditorium would affect resi¬ 
dents with limited mobility. 

“This plan really reeks of 
discrimination,” Coun. Glor¬ 
ia McCluslcey told council 


Tuesday. 

Councillor Bill Karsten 
also said that although he 
didn’t believe in “killing it 
abstractly,” he hoped more 
alternatives had been pre¬ 
sented to avoid the loss of ac¬ 
cessible parking, suggesting 
a bike lane be created in the 
median.

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New accelerated nursing 
programs to be offered 


POST-SECONDARY 

Dalhousie one 
of three N.S. 
universities 
taking part 

Nova Scotia is looking to re¬ 
duce the time it takes to get 
trained nurses on the job 
as the province struggles to 
keep up with the pace of re¬ 
tirements in its health-care 
system. 

As part of a new $4.7-mil¬ 
lion nursing strategy an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, the three 
Nova Scotia universities that 
grant nursing degrees will 
offer a common curriculum 
and accelerated programs in 
order to boost the province’s 
pool of trained nurses. 

Health Minister Leo Glav- 
ine said the post-secondary 
changes are seen as key in a 
province that is currently hir¬ 
ing more than 90 per cent of 
the 400 nurses who graduate 
each year. 

Glavine couldn’t give pro¬ 
jections but expressed opti¬ 
mism the changes would help 
staffing levels. 

“We feel that we are go¬ 
ing to meet the requirements 
across the province for nurses 
for the next decade and that’s 
when the greatest demand 
will be there,” said Glavine. 

Under the changes Dal¬ 
housie University, St. Fran¬ 
cis Xavier University and 
Cape Breton Uni¬ 
versity would of¬ 
fer programs with 
staggered gradua¬ 
tions in the winter, 
spring and fall in 
order to allow the 
health system to 
hire throughout 
the year. 

The schools 
would also offer 
an accelerated pro¬ 
gram that would 
recognize previous science 
qualifications and cut the time 
to earn a degree from four to

two years. As well, students 
coming out of high school 
with required science cours¬ 
es could complete 
their degree pro¬ 
gram in just three 
years. 

The number of 
specialty programs 
would also be in¬ 
creased to train 
operating room 
nurses as well as 
nurses who work 
in critical care, 
mental health and 
addictions. 

Included in the overall 
funding for the strategy is 
$1.4 million for a mentoring 


program that would pay ex¬ 
perienced nurses to spend 
dedicated time training new 
nurses. 

There is also $1.2 million 
for a co-op placement pro¬ 
gram for student nurses tar¬ 
geting the places and disci¬ 
plines where nurses are most 
needed. 

There are also smaller sums 
aimed at professional develop¬ 
ment and injury prevention. 

Andrea Boyd-White, the dir¬ 
ector of nursing at St. Martha’s 
Regional Hospital in Antig- 
onish, said the most signifi¬ 
cant change for the province’s 
rural hospitals is the expanded 
13-weelc co-op program. 


She said that with an aging 
workforce, having ready 
trained nurses with a clinical 
background out of university 
is “priceless” to the system.

Janet Hazelton, president 
of the Nova Scotia Nurses 
Union, said she was pleased 
with the mentoring pro¬ 
gram, which will enable 
nurses to spend 80 per 
cent of their time on their 
patients and 20 per cent on 
training new nurses. Hazel- 
ton also said the education-

al changes in the strategy 
should help address nurs¬ 
ing shortages over time. 

"If the employers work 
with the unions about 
issues affecting nurses and 
use the money earmarked 
for that, I believe (the strat¬ 
egy) will be successful," she 
said.

The Nova Scotia government 
has created a new immigra¬ 
tion stream geared toward 
international students who 
have worked in the province 
for at least a year. 

Immigration Minister Lena 
Metlege Diab says the prov¬ 


ince will nominate candidates 
through the provincial nom¬ 
inee program for the federal 
government’s new express 
entry system, which cuts 
down wait times to about 
six months. 

Diab says the pilot project 


is necessary because well- 
qualified candidates, includ¬ 
ing international students, 
were not being selected by Ot¬ 
tawa for express entry under 
other provincial streams. 

She says it provides yet an¬ 
other avenue for immigrants 


hoping to gain permanent 
residency in the province. 

The government is allowed 
to nominate 1,050 immigrants 
this year under the provincial 
nominee program, up from 
700 last year.

The Slugterra toys are based 
on a program created by Vancou¬ 
ver-based animation studio Nerd 
Corps Entertainment, which has 
since been purchased by DHX 
Media. Season 3 begins this sum¬ 
mer, and a fourth season has 
been approved. 

Ken Faier, formerly president 
of Nerd Corps and now general 
manager responsible for con¬ 
tent and product development 
at DHX, said the Burger King 
deal was more than a year in 
the making. 

“They’re always looking for 
properties that can appeal either 
to a girl audience or a boy audi¬ 
ence or looking for things that 
have a collectibility to it,” Faier 
said. 

The Slugterra toys — which 
are made specifically for Burger 
King by its own promotional 
organization — start appearing 
this week in the company’s res¬ 
taurants and will be available 
for up to six weeks, or until 
supplies run out. 

“They handle all of the logis¬ 
tics,” Faier said. He added that 
one of Nerd Corp’s reasons for 
joining DHX was its larger size 
and growing reach, with a var¬ 
iety of TV programming and toys 
based on characters such as the 
Teletubbies franchise.

Mall threat case 
returns to court 


HEARING 

Adjourned 
to next week, 
neither of the 
suspects attend 

The case of two people accused 
of plotting an attack at a Hali¬ 
fax shopping mall returned to 
provincial court Tuesday, where 
lawyers discussed the possibility 
of delaying the start of a prelim- 
inaiy hearing. 

Lindsay Kantha Souvannarath, 
23, of Geneva, Ill., and 20-year-old 
Randall Steven Shepherd, of Hali¬ 
fax, each face charges including 
conspiracy to commit murder. 

Souvannarath appeared via 
video link for Tuesday’s brief 
hearing while Shepherd did not 
appear. 

The Crown alleges the offences 
involved the Halifax Shopping 
Centre and were carried out in 
concert with James Lee Gamble, 
a 19-year-old man found dead 
in his Halifax home. A Crown 
document alleges the offences 


took place between Jan. 6 and 
Valentine’s Day. 

A preliminaiy inquiiy is sched¬ 
uled for June, but Judge Anne 
Derrick said it will be decided at 
the next appearance on May 22 
whether it needs to be delayed 
until July because Shepherd’s 
lawyer had just received some 
disclosed documents from the 
Crown. 

Crown attorney Shauna Mac¬ 
Donald told court she would be 
applying to have certain police 
documents unsealed to allow 


her to vet and disclose them to 
the defence. 

She said the “information to 
obtain” documents are the affi¬ 
davits that officers bring before 
a judge to seek search warrants. 
They spell out why police believe 
they have sufficient evidence to 
support a warrant. 

However, if the documents 
contain sensitive information, 
the Crown can have them re¬ 
sealed to prevent public disclo¬ 
sure, MacDonald said.

A 18-year-old man is facing 
29 charges in total, including 
eight counts of possession of 
a weapon obtained by crime, 
eight counts of unsafe storage 
of a firearm and two counts 
of possession of a weapon for 
a dangerous purpose. 

Also facing firearm charges 
are a 21-year-old man and a 
48-year-old man.

Residents facing 
drug, weapons raps 


Two Halifax residents appeared 
in court Monday to face a slew 
of drugs and weapons charges. 

Richard Charles Lawrence, 
27, and Tavia Patrice Con¬ 
nolly, 24, are both charged 
with four counts of possession 
for the purpose of trafficking, 
in addition to several firearms 
offences, Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice said in a release Tuesday. 

A 26-year-old man is also 
charged with marijuana pos¬ 
session after officers witnessed 
a “drug transaction” between 
suspects in two separate cars 
at a parking lot on the 3400 
block of Joseph Howe Drive 
last Friday evening, police said.

School (PAJH) in Dartmouth, 
which will be demolished after 
it closes its doors in June. 

“If I was ... working hard to 
graduate to go somewhere else 
and then all of a sudden it’s 
being torn down and I have to 
stay here ... that would be kind 
of... a play on the head,” Gab¬ 
riel said while picking Alena 
up from school. 

The Halifax Regional School 
Board told Prince Arthur par¬ 
ents May 6 that the building 
has to come down to keep con¬ 
struction for a new primaiy-to- 
Grade 9 school on schedule. 
The new digs will replace both 
Prince Arthur and Southdale- 


North Woodside when it opens 
in September 2017. 

As of Tuesday, hundreds of 
students still didn’t know for 
sure where they’ll be going 
in the fall, although Alena’s 
teacher told her that she and 
her classmates would likely 
stay put at Southdale-North 
Woodside for their Grade 7 year. 

School board spokesman 
Doug Hadley said students 
should know where they’ll be 
moved by the end of this week. 


“We have to find a school 
or schools (so) we can accom¬ 
modate the students,” he said 
Tuesday. “We are taking into 
consideration the disruption 
that it could possibly cause to 
those schools, so we want to 
try to mitigate that as much 
as we can.” 

Gord Gamble, who will rep¬

Authorities identify

Police have identified 
a 20-year-old man who 
died after a single-vehicle 
crash last week in Nova 
Scotia.

Doctor ordered to 
repay $250K cost of

A former Cape Bre¬ 
ton doctor appears to 
have exhausted all legal 
avenues and is on the 
hook to repay more than 
$250,000 as ordered by 
the Nova Scotia Court of 
Appeal. 

Stani Osif's last attempt 
for an appeal against a de¬ 
cision by the Nova Scotia

disciplinary hearing. 

In addition to the hear¬ 
ing costs, the court also 
awarded $500 in costs to 
the college for the latest 
challenge by Osif for a 
time extension to file an¬ 
other appeal. 

The college and Osif, of 
Sydney Mines, have been 
embroiled in a dispute 
since a disciplinary deci¬ 
sion issued against Osif in

Osif's licence was sus¬ 
pended indefinitely when 
a College of Physicians 
and Surgeons ruling found 
her guilty of professional 
misconduct and ordered 
she fulfil a number of edu¬ 
cation-related measures 
before being reinstated.

expected 

Canadians can expect to see 
multiple federal election debates 
during this campaign season, 
likely over the summer and in 
different formats, as part of a 
major upheaval in the way the 
leaders square off in person. 

YouTube, live-streaming, mul¬ 
tiple moderators — it’s all on 
the table in the run-up to the 
October vote. 

The Conservative Party of 
Canada appears to be taking 
the first step in shaking up the 
debate system, rejecting out¬ 
right the traditional model of 
one debate each in French and 
English, both tightly controlled 
by the major networks. The Tor¬ 
ies and the NDP have instead 
said yes to two new debates — 
one proposed by the French-lan¬ 
guage network TVA and another 
hosted in August by Maclean’s 
magazine. And they’re willing 
to do more. 

The Liberals haven’t made any 
commitments, but say that the 
time has come to create a new 
independent debate commis¬ 
sion to oversee the particulars. 

“I’m not saying yes to any¬ 
thing, I’m not saying no to 
anything, except to say, yes, 
we’re going to do debates,” 
Trudeau said. 

Conservative spokesman Kory 
Teneyclce has said his party is 
willing to participate in up to 
five debates, and wouldn’t ne¬ 
cessarily turn down something 
hosted individually by a consor¬ 
tium member such as CTV, CBC/ 
Radio-Canada or Global.

A new earthquake killed dozens 
of people Tuesday and spread 
more fear and misery in Nepal, 
which is still struggling to re¬ 
cover from a devastating quake 
nearly three weeks ago that left 
more than 8,000 dead.

Fighting breaks out after 
ceasefire in Yemen 

With cargo ships poised to 
launch a desperately needed 
aid operation in embattled 
Yemen, a five-day humanitar¬ 
ian ceasefire began Tues¬ 
day night, just hours after 
Saudi-led coalition warplanes 
struck against Shiite rebels 
and their allies. There were 
reports of continued ground 
fighting in some areas, with 
security officials and wit¬ 
nesses saying fierce combat 
broke out about a half hour 
after the cease-fire began 
when rebels tried to storm 
the southern city of Dhale, 
firing tank shells, rockets and 
mortars. But no airstrikes 
by the Saudi-led coalition 
battling the rebels were re¬ 
ported.

Kathmandu and Mount Everest, 
struck hardest in the foothills of 
the Himalayas, but it also shook 
the capital badly, sending thou¬ 
sands of terrified people into 
the streets.

Officer not charged in bi-

A white police officer won't 
face criminal charges for 
fatally shooting an unarmed 
19-year-old biracial man 
whom witnesses say was 
acting erratically and had 
assaulted two people, a pros¬ 
ecutor announced Tuesday.

Nations refuse refuge 
to fleeing migrants

EU seeks approval to 
hunt human smugglers 


Thousands of Bangladeshis and 
members of Myanmar’s long-per¬ 
secuted Rohingya Muslim minor¬ 
ity appeared Tuesday to have no 
place to go after two Southeast 
Asian nations refused to offer 
refuge to boatloads of hungry 
men, women and children. 

Smugglers have fled wood¬ 
en trawlers in recent days amid 
fear of a massive regional crack¬ 
down on human trafficking 
syndicates, leaving migrants to 


fend for themselves. 

“We won’t let any foreign 
boats come in,” Tan Kolc Kwee, 
first admiral of Malaysia’s mari¬ 
time enforcement agency said 
Tuesday. 

Unless they’re unseaworthy 
and sinking, he said, the navy 
will provide “provisions and send 
them away. Hours earlier, Indo¬ 
nesia pushed back a boat packed 
with hundreds of Rohingya and 
Bangladeshis, the associated press 


The European Union is seeking 
a UN Security Council reso¬ 
lution within days to let its 
members hunt down human 
traffickers in the Mediterran¬ 
ean and destroy their boats, a 
senior EU official said Tuesday. 

EU foreign ministers hope 
to have a UN resolution by 
their May 18 meeting “to en¬ 
sure that we can have coercive 
action toward the smugglers” 
who have helped bring more 


than 10,000 migrants to Euro¬ 
pean shores in unseaworthy 
boats in recent weeks, said the 
official, who has close know¬ 
ledge of the operation but is 
not permitted to speak pub¬ 
licly about it. 

Around 1,700 migrants are 
feared to have died in recent 
weeks even before the high 
season for sea migration be¬ 
gins in June.

What are they?... They're not a 
health food store, they're not a 
convenience store; they're sort 
of a mix. 

Retail consultant Ed Strapagiel 


Every two weeks or so, Melissa 
Baker hauls home bags filled 
with healthy staples, such as 
dried beans, chickpea flour, 
spices, steel-cut oats and shred¬ 
ded coconut. She’s short on 
storage space in the small con¬ 
do she shares with her sister, 
so she pours her bi-weekly take 
into mason jars. 

You might assume the type 
of person who puts their food 
in mason jars shops at Whole 
Foods Market, or if they really 
want to one-up the hipster 
down the street, the local in¬ 
dependent health-food store. 
You’d be wrong. Baker, along 
with an increasing number of 
condo-dwelling millennials, 
frequently shops at Bulk Bam. 

“Back in 2012 or 2013, 
Prince George (about eight 
hours north of Vancouver) got 
a Bulk Barn, and everyone was 
saying, ‘A Bulk Barn is com¬ 
ing! A Bulk Barn is coming!,”’ 
recalls the 26-year-old mas¬ 
ter’s student, who now lives in 
downtown Toronto and studies 
nutrition at Ryerson University. 

That’s right: the suburban 
chain with the garish yellow- 
and-red signs is suddenly hip. 

From suburban to urban 

Bulk Barn, which Carol Of- 
ield first opened in a Toronto 
suburb in 1982, has recently 
revamped its dowdy suburban 
image for a sleek new down¬ 
town look. 

The chain reportedly hired 
ad agency Leo Burnett in late 
2014 in a bid to lure more 
young urbanites and update 
its once deeply uncool vibe. 
The franchised chain is aggres¬ 
sively expanding nationally, 
having opened more than 100 
stores in the last five years. 
The stores can now be mainly 
found in big-box plazas in the 
suburbs and smaller standalone 
locations downtown. 

Two of the six new Bulk 
Barns that have opened in the 
past six months are in down¬ 
town Toronto. 

Gone are the garish signs at 
its new downtown locations, 
replaced with sleek red and 


metal, announcing to Can¬ 
adians: this is no longer your 
mom’s Bulk Barn. Recently, 
the chain updated its kitschy 
flyers for a more modern look, 
which garnered kudos on so¬ 
cial media. 

Bulk Barn is smart to follow 
Canadians downtown, says An¬ 
thony Stolcan, partner at retail 
consultancy Anthony Russell 
Inc. While rent is more expen¬ 
sive in the core, the chain does 
not have to pay for mall amen¬ 
ities with standalone stores. 

Also, franchisees can cap¬ 
italize on the condo boom. 
With millennials moving from 
the suburbs to downtown, the 
new urban Bulk Barn locations 
offer a mix of nostalgia and 
practicality. 

Millennials like Baker have 
no room for giant boxes of food 
from places like Costco in their 
cramped condos. And besides, 
like many condo-dwellers, she 


doesn’t have a car to get to 
box plazas. 

The scoop on the bulk-food 
strategy 

The new strategy is clearly 
working. 

“I tend to go on Wednesdays 
because there’s a student dis¬ 
count that day,” said Baker. 
“It’s usually very, very busy 
when I go.” 

There are now more than 
200 Bulk Barns, with stores in 
every province. And while you 
can still load up on gummy 
worms and chocolate for a 
steal, the stores also have a 
variety of health foods that 
young people love. 

“In terms of changes, the 
biggest is probably product 
selection. We’re all about of¬ 
fering our customers variety, 
whether it’s having staples 
like oats or something more 
unusual, like Non-GMO chia 


seeds,” said Sheriyl Woodward, 
senior director of marketing at 
Bulk Barn Foods Limited in an 
e-mail interview. 

This mix of healthy staples 
and not-so-healthy snacks is 
key to Bulk Barn’s success, says 
retail consultant Ed Strapagiel. 

“What are they?” asks Stra- 
pagiel. “They’re not a health 
food store, they’re not a con¬ 
venience store; they’re sort 
of a mix.” 

Being “sort of a mix” is not 
always a good thing. But in 
this case it works. Most grocers 
such as Loblaws and Whole 
Foods do offer some bulk food, 
but it’s not their main focus,

says Strapagiel. While kids may 
love regional bullc-candy shop 
chains like Sugar Mountain, 
there’s not much for health¬ 
conscious adults there. Many 
independent health-food stores 
can be a bit dingy by modern 
standards, he notes. 

Changing with the times 

The chain has done a de¬ 
cent job of “cleaning up” and 
streamlining its stores and im¬ 
age, says Maureen Atkinson, 
senior partner at retail consult¬ 
ancy J.C. Williams Group. It’s 
no longer seen as just a bargain 
brand but a place where health 
nuts like Baker can grind their 
own nut butters. The chain 
certainly has not reached a 
saturation point yet, says At¬ 
kinson, so expect to see more 
updated, dare we say trendy, 
stores in the future. 

While many other mall sta¬ 
ples, from Eaton’s to Target to 
Jacob to Zellers have failed, 
Bulk Bam continues to succeed. 
The Canadian chain has pulled 
off a feat many retailers have 
found impossible: it has kept 
its kitschy core, while changing 
with the times. What could be 
cooler than that?

To the single people of Tinder 
alone at the bridge, casting 
their rods over and over again, 
getting plenty of bites but 
catching little more than a 
guy or girl actually obsessed 
with fishing in a non-proverb- 
ial way, I’d like to apologize on 
behalf of the many millions of 
us who are wasting your time. 

A study by GlobalWeblndex 
(GWI), a world leader in digital 
consumption research, found 
42 per cent of Tinder users 
are already in relationships. A 
third even have rings on their 
fingers, including my wife and 
I when we decided to check 
out what our fives would be 
like in an alternate universe. 

To be fair, we were upfront 
about it, flaunting “happily 
married but here for giggles” 
bios like tourists in matching 
shirts strolling down the Las 


Vegas strip. There were some 
anthropological discoveries, 
too: men seemed to read 
“no strings attached” in her 
bio, while my profile flashed 
“scumbag” in giant neon let¬ 
ters. And, apparently, every 
woman is obligated to do yoga 
poses in front of famous land¬ 
marks, and every man loves 
hunting (maybe that’s just an 
Alberta thing).

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'What would your 
mother think?' is not a 
feminist incantation 


I'm about done with people 
invoking the mother figure 
when men behave badly. 

This weekend, a group of 
moronic men dropped the 
worn-out "f-k her right in the 
p—y" prank on a female repor¬ 
ter at a Toronto soccer game. 

It's the latest in a string of 
such incidents, and the repor¬ 
ter demanded, on camera, to 
know why. 

She didn't get very far, be¬ 
cause idiots aren't very good 
at explaining their idiocy, and 
so she asked finally, with ex¬ 
asperation, what if "your mum 
saw you talk like this?" 

What I want to know is: why 
do we care about his mum? 

Demanding to know "what 
your mother would think" is 
not some kind of feminist in¬ 
cantation — say these words, 
and the spell of sexism will be 
broken! 

Proof: the soccer fans 
weren't cured. 

"My mum would die laugh¬ 
ing, eventually!" said the one 
with too much gel in his hair, 
his face full of glee. 

Social-media critics were 
not amused. They clamoured 
to the reporter's defence, 
claiming this man-child's 
mother would certainly not be 
laughing. 

But they, too, are mis¬ 
guided. 

They think they can shame 
this man by making him 
face the humanity in his own 
mother. And it's laughable. Of 
course he sees it.

Premium 
burger market 
in Canada 
keeps growing 

The fast-food burger keeps get¬ 
ting more upmarket and expen¬ 
sive, and an analyst says that 
trend isn’t going away. 

Last year, Canadians bought 
nearly 15 million burgers at 
an average price of $6.05, says 
Robert Carter of NPD Group, 
which represented a four per 
cent price increase compared 
to 2013. 

He notes growth in the bur¬ 
ger business over the last five 
years has been dramatic, with 
“a lot of focus on the premium, 
high-end burgers with a lot of 
dialogue around the local and 
hormone-free and what I’ll call 
the ‘better-for-you’ style burger.” 

“Almost eveiy restaurant now 
talks about hormone-free, or 
Canadian farmers, or antibiotic- 
free, or organic,” Carter says. 

“It’s catering to the consumer 
demand to understand more

about the foods that they’re 
eating, and that also leads into 
the perception of health and 
wellness.” 

Bareburger, an American 
chain of organic burger res¬ 
taurants, opened its 23rd lo¬ 
cation — and first outside the 
U.S. — in Toronto in January. 

Euripides Pelelcanos started 
grilling organic burgers at his 
nightclub in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
before opening the first Bare¬ 
burger in 2009. 

The menu caters not only to 
lovers of meat, but also vegans 
and vegetarians, and those 
on gluten-free, paleo -g w 
and low-carb diets. ^ ‘

Bareburger plans to open 18 
more stores worldwide by the 


end of 2015, including several 
more Canadian locations. 

Other U.S. burger businesses 
have similarly sensed an oppor¬ 
tunity in Canada, including Five 
Guys Burgers and Fries, Wahl- 
burgers and Carl’s Jr. 

But that’s not to say home¬ 
grown upscale burger shops 
aren’t doing well. 

Shant Mardirosian, who 
launched a tiny Burger’s Priest

location in 2010, now has six in 
Toronto, one in Guelph, Ont., 
and one in Edmonton. 

Mardirosian, who attended 
seminary school and uses

Business is booming and Mar¬ 
dirosian is opening five more 
shops, including one at Toron¬ 
to’s Union Station and others 
in Ottawa and Calgaiy. 

At Bareburger, a basic burger, 
fries and a bottled water will set 
you back around $17 after tax. 
Indulge in all the fancy stuff— 
say a bison burger with cheese, 
brisket and guacamole — and 
a combo rings in at about $28 
after tax. 

“These are extremely deli¬ 
cate, high-quality (burgers). 
There’s been a lot of work 
sourcing these ingredients and 
there’s unfortunately a price 
that comes along with that,” 
says Pelelcanos. 

When The Burger’s Priest 
opened five years ago, Mardiro- 
sian’s cheeseburger was $4.99. 
Now it’s $5.79. 

“You can get away with a 
cheeseburger combo for about 
$12. Considering we use four 
ounces of premium beef, com¬ 
pared to some of the fast-food 
joints where they’re charging 
$9, for an extra $3 I think it’s 
quite a bargain.”

OJ. Simpson trial 
acts as 'origin story’ 


Like many people, John Tra¬ 
volta remembers where he was 
when 0.J. Simpson was riding 
in a white Ford Bronco in that 
infamous slow-speed pursuit in 
1994 before he surrendered to 
police and later faced murder 
charges in the deaths of his ex- 
wife Nicole Brown and her friend 
Ronald Goldman. 

“I had just gotten back from 
the Cannes Film Festival where 
we won the Palme d’Or for Pulp 
Fiction. I was on this kind of high 
with a new (revived) career and 
then this American tragedy was 
happening,” the actor said. 

Travolta, along with Cuba 
Gooding Jr., David Schwimmer 
and Sarah Paulson have signed 
on to star in a new true crime 
anthology series coming to FX 
called American Crime Stoiy. 

Season 1 will focus on the 
O.J. Simpson trial and is based 
on a book by Jeffrey Toobin who 
covered the trial extensively for 
The New Yorker. 

Travolta plays Simpson’s attor¬ 
ney Robert Shapiro. Ryan Mur¬ 
phy is directing the series, now 
about one week into filming. 

“That trial sort of gave birth 


to a new kind of media cover¬ 
age,” Murphy said. “It felt like an 
origin story of something that 
was the first and now we’re still 
dealing with the reverberations 
of that so it feels veiy modem 
to me.” 

Gooding plays O.J. Simpson. 

“People keep asking me 
whether I think he did it or not, 
and I don’t think that’s the goal 
here, to prove his innocence or 
his guilt,” Gooding said.

We 
try to find a truth in the moment 
so that we can find answers.” 

David Schwimmer portrays 
the late-Robert Kardashian, an 
attorney on Simpson’s defence 
team and a loyal defender of the 
former pro-football player. He 
says he spoke to Kardashian’s 
ex-wife, Kris Jenner (who will 
be portrayed by Selma Blair) for 
insight into the role. 

Actress Sarah Paulson, who 
has already worked with Murphy 
in American Horror Stoiy, said 
she’s been analyzing footage to 
prepare for her part as prosecu¬ 
tor Marcia Clark.

Queen Latifah in

Latifah says 
she summoned 
Bessie Smith to

Many viewers will come to the 
HBO biopic Bessie with scant 
knowledge of its subject, blues 
legend Bessie Smith. 

But in the title role, Queen 
Latifah schools you with a bruis¬ 
ing display of fierce drive, un¬ 
stoppable talent and a galleiy 
of personal demons. 

“I felt like it was the role of 
a lifetime,” says Latifah, 45, a 
multifaceted entertainer. 

Premiering Saturday on HBO 
Canada at 8 p.m. ET/MT, Bes¬ 
sie (also starring Khandi Alex¬ 
ander, Mo’Nique, Oliver Platt 
and Charles S. Dutton) was in 
development for more than 20 
years, with Latifah always pegged 
to play a person she knew little 
of back then. 

The long delay was, in effect, 
a blessing, since it gave Queen 
Latifah a chance to “grow” into 
the role. 

“I was able to figure out the 
parts that we could connect on, 
the parts of her way of singing 
that I could emulate in my way 
to show her style without being 
intimidated by the fact that I

don’t have that voice — she’s a 
powerhouse!” 

So intense was the connection 
during filming, Queen Latifah at 
times felt she could summon Bes¬ 
sie Smith from the great beyond. 

“I would pray: Bessie help me 
out, help me do it the way you 
want it done, help me really be 
you! I hope I did a good job in 
her eyes, wherever she is in that 
great place in the sky.” 

Queen Latifah found herself 
asking questions: “Why did she 
need THIS guy, and why did she 
need THIS woman? And why 
can’t she say ’I love you?’ And 
why did she have to eat so much 
and drink so much and party 
so much?”’ 

Discovering those answers 
called for her furious perform¬ 
ance, including a bare-chested 
scene, a brutal fight with her 
husband, Jack (Michael Kenneth 


Williams), and bedroom scenes 
with Lucille (Tilca Sumpter), an¬ 
other of the bisexual Bessie’s 
romantic partners. 

“All that’s what the role re¬ 
quired,” says Queen Latifah mat- 
ter-of-facdy. “You have to honour 
the character. This is her truth. 
You may feel uncomfortable with 
certain scenes, but there are a 
lot of things to feel uncomfort¬ 
able about. 

“But who am I to not play 
her to the bone! Talk about ‘The 
show must go on’! This woman 
literally got stabbed, left the 
hospital, and went out and per¬ 
formed.” 

The biggest challenge, she 
says, was the limited time — 
just days — between wrapping 
production of last season’s The 
Queen Latifah Show before head¬ 
ing to Atlanta to join director Dee 
Rees and fellow cast members 
for the Bessie shoot. 

Hosting her talk show, she 
could revel in being herself 
(which helps account for her 
disappointment at its recent 
cancellation), whereas the film 
obliged her to inhabit a complex 
character much different from 
herself from an era long past. 

“But, for me, who lives for 
a challenge, this was perfect,” 
she insists. “I need to feel the 
wind in my face. I need to feel 
the fear and do it anyway.”

Building a crossover on the 
smallest platform you have 
in your vehicle portfolio is big 
business these days for the 
automakers. 

Vehicles such as the Nissan 
Juke, Jeep Renegade, Buiclc 
Encore, Fiat 500X, Chevrolet 
Trax, and Mini Paceman are 
all winning buyers. Joining the 
fray this summer will be the 
Mazda CX3 and our road-test 
victim, the 2016 Honda HR-V. 

According to Honda, cur¬ 
rent demographics are playing 
right into the hands of these 
little scoots. 

Millenniums are coupling up 
but still childless, and boomers 
no longer need to chauffeur 
kids (except for those here and 
there who refuse to leave the 
basement). 

And typical of Honda, it tar¬ 
geted HR-V right into the heart 
of this growing and soon-to-be 
sizeable market. It will not be 
an outliner in this segment, 
by going with one personal¬ 
ity focus, such as performance 
steed, visual piece, or luxury 
statement. 

Instead, the HR-V is a great 
all-rounder, with just the right 


doses of eveiything. 

Styling is entirely in keeping 
with current Honda themes, 
but combines two separate 
ideas: a “coupe-like” upper 
portion that suggests sporti¬ 
ness; and a wider, lower body 
“SUV-lilce” portion that sug¬ 
gests stability and strength. 

Honda Canada’s senior 
product planner, Hayato Mori, 
doesn’t like the word “plat¬ 
form,” because when we say 
the HR-V is based on the Fit 
platform, he says it sounds like 
“we stuck an HR-V body on the 
bottom of a Fit.” Apparently, 
there was more to it than that. 

One of its main features is a 
gas tank mounted in the cen¬ 
tre of the vehicle, to allow a 
deeper rear cargo area. In fact, 
rear-seat-down cargo capacity 
at 1,665 litres rivals the cap¬ 
acities of some competitors’ 
one-size-up “compact” cross¬ 
overs. Those rear seats also 
fold together, and separately, 
to offer up five different and 
useful “modes.” 

Quite simply, it is the most 
versatile cargo-carrying vessel 
in the class. It swallows bikes 
and surfboards and small up¬ 
right trees like a small, benevo¬ 
lent, metal whale. 

HR-V is exclusively powered 
by the same 141-hp 1.8-litre 
“four” toiling away in the Civic. 
It can be mated to either the 
all-new CVT automatic, or a 
six-speed manual. The former 
works well and kicks down par¬ 
ticularly quickly and smoothly. 
The latter is not as slick as I 
was expecting. 

The HR-V can be had in both 
FWD and AWD.

You’ve probably heard several 
companies are working on cars 
that drive themselves, but here’s 
even bigger news: a tractor-trailer 
that can. And while such trucks 
are a decade or more away from 
production, Freighdiner’s Inspira¬ 
tion 18-wheeler concept truck 
is the world’s first commercial 
autonomous vehicle licensed for 
public roads. 

It’s currently licensed only 
in Nevada, and strictly for test¬ 


ing purposes. And while the In¬ 
spiration can pilot itself, it’s not 
driverless. 

“When it comes to safety 
and reaction time, computers 
are more reliable than a hu¬ 
man being,” says Martin Daum, 
president and CEO of Daimler 
Trucks North America, Freight- 
liner’s parent company. “But 
there are times when you can’t 
beat the human brain. We need 
both.” 

The Inspiration uses a var¬ 
iety of technologies to make its 
magic, all of which are now avail¬ 
able on many passenger cars. 
These include adaptive cruise 


control, which ensures the truck 
keeps its distance from vehicles 
in front; automatic braking sys¬ 


tems if a car cuts in front; and 
cameras that watch the road lines 
so the truck’s steering system will 


stay between them. The self-driv¬ 
ing feature isn’t meant for city 
traffic, but for long-haul highway 
stretches. A ride in the Inspira¬ 
tion revealed it worked exactly 
as advertised, following curves in 
the road and adjusting its speed 
for slower vehicles ahead. 

The truck can’t pull itself out 
to pass, or stop and make a turn. 
When self-driving conditions 
aren’t ideal, the truck tells the 
driver to take the wheel. The 
driver doesn’t leave his seat, but 
is free to do other tasks during 
auto-pilot, such as paperwork 
or communications. This will 
reduce driver fatigue, estimated 


as a factor in one out of eveiy 
eight big-truclc crashes. 

In areas serviced by 3D map 
terrain technology, the Inspira¬ 
tion can also use “predictive” 
cruise control to anticipate hills 
and drive accordingly. It’s ex¬ 
pected to return a fuel economy 
improvement over the average 39 
L/100 km that tractor-trailers use. 

Freightliner will continue test¬ 
ing the Inspiration in a wide 
range of road and weather con¬ 
ditions, but the biggest hurdle 
is legislation. 

Self-driving trucks won’t be 
truly viable until all provinces 
and states approve their use.

Twizytolead 
Renault return 

French automaker Renault 
might be considering a re¬ 
turn to North America with 
its Twizy low-speed elec¬ 
tric car, reports alternative 
vehicle Web site.

Automakers 
back campaign 

Three new automakers 
have joined Go Ultra Low, 
which is the European 
campaign to raise aware¬ 
ness of ultra-low emission 
vehicles (ULEVs). Audi, 
Mitsubishi and Volkswa¬ 
gen have joined BMW, Nis¬ 
san, Renault and Toyota to 
work with governments in 
raising awareness of the 
benefits of ULEVs, which 
include low running costs 
and government purchase 
incentives. Between them, 
the seven Go Ultra Low 
members boast 15 ULEVs 
across a variety of model 
sizes and performance at¬ 
tributes, from family cars 
and vans, to tall wagons 
and high-performance 
sports cars.

For a decent price, the Dodge

Targeted upgrades to the 
chassis enhanced performance

The owner’s community sug¬ 
gests test drivers check the 
headliner for sagging, and in¬ 
spect the rocker panel covers 
for signs of a fairly common 


cracking issue. Scrutinize the 
driver’s seat for signs of rip¬ 
ping, damaged seams, or ex¬ 
cessive wear, too. 

Be sure the transmission 
shifts smoothly and with no 
biting back, or rejected shifts, 
which could indicate trouble 
caused by past abuse. Take a 
whining or groaning sound 
from the rear differential while 
turning tightly at a low speed 
as a sign of trouble, too. 

Finally, confirm eveiything 
inside the Challenger SRT8 that 
runs on electricity is in proper 
working order, including the 
seats, climate control, driver 
computer, steering-wheel con¬ 
trols and lights. 

Scrutinize the navigation 
system for proper operation, 
be sure the Bluetooth system 
pairs with your mobile phone, 
and look for any burned-out 
LEDs in the driver computer 
display or stereo, if applicable.

Montador 
family to 
sue NHL 

Researchers who autopsied 
the brain of former NHL de¬ 
fenceman Steve Montador 
have discovered he had chron¬ 
ic traumatic encephalopathy, 
or CTE, the progressively de¬ 
generative disease that’s been 
linked to repeated blows to 
the head. 

Montador, who died in Feb¬ 
ruary at age 35 of an undis¬ 
closed cause, had sustained 
multiple concussions during 
his hockey career and had 
been exhibiting signs of a pos¬ 
sible brain disorder, including 
depression, memoiy problems 
and erratic behaviour. 

His brain was donated after 
his death for analysis to the 
Canadian Sports Concussion 
Project at Toronto’s Krembil 
Neuroscience Centre, and re¬ 
searchers confirmed the diag¬ 
nosis of CTE on Tuesday. 

Neurosurgeon Dr. Charles 
Tator, head of the project, said 
the analysis of Montador’s 
brain showed he had wide¬ 
spread deposits of a protein 
called hyperphosphorylated 
tau. The abnormal protein in 
brain cells is a marker for CTE. 

“And he had a lot of it,” 
said Tator. 

In the wake of the an¬ 
nouncement, Montador’s 
family said they plan to 
launch a lawsuit against the 
NHL, saying in a statement 
on their lawyer’s website that 
“the finding of widespread 
CTE in Steven’s brain helps us 
all better understand that his 
brain was ravaged by disease 
and he was unable to control

Physically and emotionally spent 
in charging back from a three 
games to none series deficit, the 
Montreal Canadiens had noth¬ 
ing left in the tank for Game 6. 

Out-shot and out-played, the 
Canadiens’ comeback bid and 
season ended with a 4-1 loss to 
the Tampa Bay Lightning on Tues¬ 
day night at Amalie Arena. 

The Habs were the last Can¬ 
adian-based team left in the play¬ 
offs. For the 21st straight season, 
a team north of the border will 
not win the Stanley Cup. 

Tampa Bay will face either the 
New York Rangers or the Wash¬ 
ington Capitals in the Eastern 
Conference final beginning Sat¬ 
urday. It’s the Lightning’s third 
trip to the conference final and 
first since 2011. 

A second-round exit for Mont¬ 
real looked likely after falling be¬ 
hind 3-0, but this team became 
the first in franchise histoiy to 
even reach a sixth game. Coach 
Michel Therrien said Monday 
he saw an energized group, but 
instead he got one that was out 
of gas. 

The Lightning beat and 
beat up the Habs as big hits by 
Brenden Morrow and Alex Kil- 


lom gave way to goals by Nikita 
Kucherov (the opener plus an 
empty-netter), Steven Stamkos 
and Ondrej Palat. Goaltender 
Ben Bishop was strong and al¬ 
lowed only a garbage-time goal 


to Max Pacioretty. 

Carey Price made 24 saves to 
keep the Habs in the game but 
couldn’t do anything about his 
teammates’ lack of offence. 

The Habs finished the sea¬ 


son with just two victories in 
11 games against the Lightning, 
whom they swept out of last 
year’s playoffs. 

Sloppy hockey early gave way 
to Tampa Bay’s first goal 15:35 in. 


Tomas Plekanec committed a bad 
turnover in front of his own net, 
putting the puck right on Ondrej 
Palat’s stick, and Kucherov had 
a perfect tip as it went between 
Price’s glove and the post. 

The goal was Kucherov’s fifth 
of the series after being held 
without one in the first round 
against Detroit, and he added 
a sixth with the net empty late. 

Price stopped Stamkos later in 
the first to keep the Habs’ defi¬ 
cit at one. But Stamkos made a 
perfect shot through Jeff Petiy 
and then past Price at 5:12 of the 
second to make it 2-0 Lightning. 

Tampa Bay made the most of 
its chance as Palat scored at 18:56 
for the third goal of the night. 

Pacioretty and Gallagher 
teamed up to break up Bishop’s 
shutout with 4:57 left in the third 
period. 

But Kucherov put the puck 
into the empty net with 2:01 left 
to restore the three-goal lead and 
seal the end of the Habs.
